No. 1 -8/2012-CD-I—The Government of India has approved the Strengthening and Restructuring of the 
Integrated Child Development Services (ICDS) Scheme in a Mission Mode. The scheme provides six services 
for early childhood development aimed at addressing health, nutrition and the development needs of young 
children pregnant and nursing mothers. The strengthened and restructured ICDS will lay focus on prevention 
and reduction of young child under-nutrition, enhancement of early development and learning outcomes in all 
children 0-6 years of age, improve care and nutrition of girls and women and to reduce anaemia prevalence 

in young children, girls and women. 

2. The ICDS in a Mission Mode aims to redress the management, 
institutional and programmatic gaps that crept in during the period of 
implementation. Transformation of ICDS into a "Mission Mode" is to have 
decentralised programme with a flexible implementation framework with 
monitorable outcomes for improved efficiency and accountability. The 
emphasis would be on strengthening the Anganwadi Centre (AWC) as a 
village habitation level institution with the leadership, support and 
participation of Panchayati Raj Institutions, Communities and Civil Societies 
and repositioning the AWC as a vibrant child friendly ECD Centre to become 
the village outpost for health, nutrition and early learning. ICDS 
Restructuring seeks to empower States / districts / blocks and villages to 
contextualise the programme and find innovative solutions, building on local 
capacities and resources, with concomitant support for capacity 
development, innovation, social mobilisation, communication and community 
based monitoring. 

3. The intention of the Mission structure is to ensure that no delays take 
place in achieving the time bound objectives and outcomes of the Mission, 
which are as under: 


• To prevent and reduce young child under-nutrition (% underweight 
children 0-3 years) by 10 percentage points. 

• To enhance early development and learning outcomes in all children 0-6 
years of age. 

• To improve care and nutrition of girls and women, and reduce anaemia 
prevalence in young children, girls and women by one fifth. 

These outcomes are also intended to reduce IMR and MMR, incidence of low 
birth weight in convergence with health and improved care and nutrition of 
adolescent girls in convergence with RGSEAG and NRHM, increased 
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enrolment, retention and learning outcomes in elementary education in 

convergence with line Ministries. Together, this will contribute to more 
inclusive growth. 

4. The Integrated Child Development Services (ICDS) Scheme shall have 

a National Mission Steering Group (NMSG), and an Empowered 
Programme Committee (EPC). 


5. The National Mission Steering Group (NMSG) will be the apex body, for 
providing direction, policy and guidance for implementation of ICDS and will 
have the following composition:

8. The chairperson of the EPC may co-opt other members to assist 
the committee in its task or invite to the meetings as special invitees such 
persons as may be deemed necessary. For effective functioning,. EPC 
would be empowered on the lines of empowerment already provided in 
SSA and NRHM. The EPC will meet once in every quarter (three months) 
and will-be responsible for the following functions: 


o Plan, and monitor Mission activities and programmes, to achieve 
stated goals and objectives; 

o Frame rules and procedures and place the same before the 
NMSG for approval; 

o Facilitate State ICDS Missions' in planning, implementing and 
monitoring State/District ICDS plans. 

o Approve APIPs as well as make modification of norms of 
approved schemes / items of expenditure, within the overall 
budget of ICDS Mission / MWCD. 

o Track progress on key outcomes with an analysis of lagging 
States and supportive action. 

o Make recommendations regarding programmes, personnel and 
budget etc. for approval of the National Mission Steering Group. 

o Exercise executive and financial powers to implement the ICDS 
Scheme. 

o Approve the plans under the broad approved framework. 

o Approve new Projects/AWCs recommended by the State 
Empowered Programme Committee. 

o Approve proposals on training, advocacy and IEC, monitoring 
including MIS and evaluation. 

o Mentor and support State EPCs for effective decentralized 
functioning.

o Carry out any such modifications in operational modalities as

10. In order to carry out the functions mandated by the NMSG / EPC, a 
National ICDS Mission Directorate would be established in the Ministry of 
Women and Child Development. The National Mission Directorate of ICDS 
will be headed by a Joint Secretary as Mission Director vested with 
appropriate executive and financial powers as approved by the NMSG to 
enable him/her to function in an effective manner to achieve the goals of the 
ICDS Mission. He will be responsible for handling day-to-day administration 
of the ICDS Mission. The specific roles and responsibilities of the National 
Mission Directorate will include: 


o Operationalise planning, implementation and monitoring of the Mission 
activities; 

o Planning and effective implementation of the ICDS Scheme; 
o Track progress on key outcomes- with an analysis of lagging states/ 
high burden districts and supportive action; 
o Exercise the executive and financial powers as may be 

approved/delegated by the National Mission Steering 
Group/Empowered Programme Committee; 
o Facilitate evaluation, operations research, independent studies to 
assess progress and ensure mid-course correction as needed; 
o Ensure effective operational coordination and linkages with key 
sectoral Ministries / programmes such as NR.HM, SSA, TSC for effective 
implementation of scheme as well as management of supplies, 
infrastructural inputs and other resources; 
o Appraise and process the State Plans under ICDS Mission for approval 

from NMSG / EPC; 

o Work closely with States / UT Administrations to improve their 
capacity to plan and implement programmes as well as provide 
mentoring support to the State Mission Directorates;
